“All this talk about Langford hold- 
ing himself in for another match is 
rot; he simply did the best he could 
in the kind of a fight Flynn was per- 
mitted to put up.

Conductor 
Smitherm ran back with a red lan- 
tern to flag following cars, but before 
he had proceeded more than a few 
feet the swiftly moving Long Beach 
car was upon him. and the motorman, 
Rankin, was unable to make a stop in 
time to prevent a crash. He slapped 
on the alr brakes, however, and de- 
creased the speed of his car consider- 
ably before he jumped from the plat- 
form to the ground and probably 
saved his life, for the front end of his 
ear was caved in by the force of the 
collision. 

TOURISTS SUFFER. 
On the rear end of the last car of the 
Catalina train there were a dozen or 
fifteen passengers, and it was these 
who suffered the principal tnjuries, 
travelers on the Long Beach car luck 
lly escaping with hardly a scratch. 
Drewy and Batie, each of whom had 
a leg broken, were sitting with their 
wives on the open end of the last 
Catalina car. The smash came so 
suddenly that they and other passen- 
gers had no opportunity to leap to 
safety. 
The front end of the Long Beach 
car was crushed, as was the rear car 
of the Catalina train, each to the 
length of about five feet. Seats were 
broken, glass was smashed and the 
controller boxes were twisted out of 


shape. 

Immediately after the coilision the 
crews of the two trains, together with 
many passengers, went to the aid of 
the injured. Drewy and Batie, the 
most seriously hurt. being found 
wedged in thelr seats, their legs 
jammed in a mass of wreckage. Curi- 
ously enough, the wife of each man, 
though sitting at his side, was not 


hurt.

WRIGHT GIVES PRESS CLUB FOOD

With hardly an exception, the estab- 
lishment of these benefits has origi- 
nated with the company and has re- 
mained unannounced until the meth- 
od of paying the same had been ma- 
tured. In some cases, as the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road, for instance, the creation of a 
pension system has remained unan- 
nounced for several years after it has 
gone into operation.
